When to Plant Potatoes 


Potatoes are an important part of 
the settler’s living. Next, perhaps, to 
flour, the housewife finds. them’ the 
most difficult staple to substitute. 
Yet thousands of families are limited 
in their supply from complete or par- 
tial failure of the crop. There is 
reason to believe that failures would 
be much less frequent, yields higher 
and quality better if a larger acreage 
were planted earlier than is the ¢us- 
tom, Many homesteaders in north- 
ern regions have found that the few 
rows put in early for summer use have 
yielded satisfactorily when the bulk of 
the crop, planted in’ late May, pro- 
duced a low yield of small: imature, 
watery tubers whose development had 
been arrested by late August or early 
September frosts. There may be an 
occasional season ‘when the very early 
plantings will be injured by unfavor- 
able conditions in May or by an ex- 
ceptionally sevére June frosts, It is 
not’ well to put. all the eggs (or pota- 
toes) in one basket. It has been 
found, though, at the: Scott Experi- 
mental Station in Saskatchewan, and 
also elsewhere, that even when. the 
early plantings are frozen back two or 
three times they usually give the 
best returns. Of course, a good deal 
will depend upon the severity of the 
frosts and the stage of development in 
which it catches the vines, It is be- 
lieved, however, that in regions of 
short summers the prudent plan is to 
use an early variety and then plant 
the bulk of the crop in the fore pant 
of May, with a few rows later by way 
of a second string to the row. It will 
usually pay better to take half a day 
o from grain seeding to plant a quar- 
ter of an acre in early May than to 
plant a oer ane ene ae ae
